JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., May 18. 
«—Trial of State Treasurer Larry 
Brunk , imp eached by the house of 
the fifty -sixth general assembly for 
alleged 
irregularities, 
misdemean­ 
ors, high crimes and misconduct in 
office, was begun in the Misouri 
senate today . 
Actual start of the 
case took p lace shortly after 10:30 
a. m. 
The senate convened after a two- 
week s 
vacation, 
and 
after 
being 
sworn in as an Imp eachment court 
began 
consideration of the 
rules 
under which the imp eachment trial 
is to be held. 
Five of the 
34 
state 
senators 
w'ere absent but they are exp ected 
before the actual tak ing of testi­ 
mony gets underway . As the im­ 
p eachment trial began, senate gal­ 
leries were only about half filled 
with sp ectators. A number of mem­ 
bers of the house 
of 
rep resenta­ 
tives will be in recess until June 
2, when it is hop ed the trial will 
be finished, were among the on­ 
look ers. 
The six house imp eachment man­ 
agers who will p rosecute the case, 
were ranged in front of the senate 
chamber before the rostrum where 
Lieutenant-Governor E. H. Winters 
sits as p residing officer. The man­ 
agers were seated on small chairs 
p laced in front of the regular sen­ 
ate seats. 
The accused state treasurer and 
his attorney , John G. Madden of 
Kansas City , were seated temp orar­ 
ily at the p ress table with news­ 
p ap er corresp ondents. 
The rules to govern the tak ing 
of evidence from witnesses, setting 
out p rocedure, etc., are similar to 
the rules of Missouri circuit courts. 
They were drawn up by the senate 
rules committee, headed by Sena­ 
tor Ralp h Wammack , democrat, of 
Bloomfield. 
One of the p rincip al rules p ro­ 
vides that after all the evidence 
is tak en, and the case is to be de­ 
cided, the 34 senators, or those who 
are p resent, shall vote on each of 
the nine Imp eachment articles sep ­ 
arately . 
If Brunk is 
convicted 
on 
any 
one of the articles, he shall be 
judged guilty . 
Most of today was exp ected to be 
sp ent in 
map p ing

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The In­ 
diana law of 19 29 imp osing heavy 
license fees on chain stores was 
sustained as valid today by the su­ 
p reme court. 
Justice Roberts in his majority

“The p ower of taxation is fun­ 
damental to the very existence of 
the government of the states,” he 
said. 
!“The 
restriction 
that 
it 
shall not be so exercised as to 
deny to any the equal p rotection of 
the law’s does not comp el the adop ­ 
tion of an iron rule of equal taxa­ 
tion, nor p revent variety or differ­ 
ences in taxation, or discretion in 
the subjects, or the classification 
for 
taxation 
of 
p rop erties, 
busi­ 
nesses, trades, callings or occup a­ 
tion.

“Jt is not the function of this 
court 
in 
cases 
lik e 
the 
p resent 
to consider the p rop riety or just­ 
ness of the tax, to seek for the mo­ 
tives or 
to criticize the p ublic p ol­ 
icy wiiirh p romp ted the adop tion of 
the legislation. 
Our duty is to sus­ 
tain the classification adop ted by 
the legislature if there are sub­ 
stantial differences between the oc­ 
cup ations 
sep arately 
classified. 
Such differences need not be great 
The p ast decisions

made tiiis abundantly clear.” 
The law was 
attack ed on the 
ground there was no p rop er rela­ 
tion between the number of stores 
and the business conducted in ap ­ 
p ly ing the tax and that it had no 
real relation to p ublic health and 
safety . 
The state claimed it w’as a ra­ 
tional tax, op erated 
equally 
and 
evenly and w’as valid. 
Justice Rob­ 
erts in rendering the op inion said 
that the court held the classifica­ 
tion was good and the tax was 
valid. 
Justice Sutherland 
stated 
that 
Justices Van Devanter, McRey nolds 
and Butler joined him in dissent­ 
ing. He said they believed that the 
decision of the low’er courts hold­ 
ing the tax invalid 
should 
have 
been ap p roved. 
Chief 
Justice 
Hughes, 
Justice 
Brandies, Justice Holmes and Jus­ 
tice Stone joined with Roberts in 
the majority op inion. 
Justice SutheHand in delivering 
the dissenting views 
insisted 
the 
tax was a distinct and unconstitu­ 
tional discrimination against chain 
stores and should havi- been held 
invalid.

The May term of Cole County cir­ 
cuit court op ens tomorrow’ with the 
trial of Tony Vrisk i, 22. Boonville 
reformatory inmate, on a charge of 
fit St degree murder, as the first 
criminal case on the dock et. 
Vrisk i is to be tried for the slay - 
ing of C. E. Chrane, sup erintendent 
of schools at Boonville, wdiom he is 
alleged to have shot to death in an 
escap e from the state reformatory . 
The case came to Cole County on 
a change of venue from How’ard 
county , where the slay ing occiired. 
Vrisk i has been an inmate of the 
Missouri p enitentiary here since the 
slay ing, 
officials 
of 
Coop er 
and 
Howard 
counties fearing p ossible 
mob action. 
Chrane W’as shot to death last 
Sep tember 9, just across the river 
from Boonville. 
\ risk i, the state contends, escap ed 
fiom the reformatory and comman­ 
deered Chrane’s car at the p oint of 
a gun 
in 
Boonville, 
forcing 
the 
school teacher to drive him out of 
town. 
Witnesses saw them leave. 
Chase 
was 
started. 
Across 
the 
river they found the dead body of 
the sup erintendent w’ho had been 
shot and thrown from his 
auto­ 
mobile 
^ A mile or two dowm the road 
\ risk i w’reck ed the Chrane machine 
and a p assing motorist noticing his 
p rison clothes, cap tured him. 
By 
that time a large crow’d had gath­ 
ered and threatened mob violence. 
Vrisk i W’as sp irited aw’ay , later be­ 
ing brought here for safe k eep ing. 
He lias been in the p rison since 
then, excep t for a brief early morn­ 
ing excursion to i'ay ette where he 
was arraigned. >, 
The y outh maintains

silence, ap p arently indifferent to his 
fate. 
His only answers to ques­ 
tions is that he w'as drunk on some 
wine he had made in the basement 
of the home 
of 
Col. 
Theodore 
Zisk e, sup erintendent of the Boon­ 
ville reformatory , and that he re­ 
members none of the hap p enings of 
last Sep tember 9. 
It was a gun 
stolen from Col. Zisk e that Vrisk i 
had wiien he forced Chrane to drive 
him across the river. 
E. C. Ly nch, p rosecuting attorney 
of How’ard county , has said the 
state w’ill ask the death p enalty .

The regular meeting of the Se­ 
dalia Rotary club was held at noon 
today at Hotel Bothw’ell, w’ith Carl 
Harter p residing.

LONDON, May 18.—Howard Fer­ 
guson, Canadian high commissioner, 
convened the w’orld w’heat confer­ 
ence here today , outlining in his 
inaugural sp eech broad methods of 
alleviating the world surp lus.

gates of eleven wheat exp orting 
countries were in attendance. 
At the outset Mr. Ferguson term­ 
ed disp osal of surp lus wheat stock 
a matter of outstanding Imp ortance 
to the world, exp laining that the 
wheat growing Industry contained 
two essential p roblems, that the 
wheat reach the customers when 
required and that the p roducer gets 
a reasonable p rice for his p roduct, 
“Low p rices,” he said, “have 
a 
tendency to correct themselves— 
acreage shrink s and business de­ 
cline shortens sup p lies and raises 
p rices. 
“The result is dearer bread. Our 
efforts must be directed to help 
the farmers get a fare wage and 
maintain 
their 
families 
without 
overcharging their fellow work ers 
W'ho 
must buy bread.” 
Ferguson said that the conference 
should delve into p ossible better 
way s of bringing the customer and 
p roducer together. 
Certain schools 
of economists he said, have argued 
that the p resent overp roduction of 
wheat is merely k eep ing step with 
natural increases in W’orld p op ula­ 
tion and that the p resent abnormal 
situation has been brought about 
in p art with 
faulty 
distribution 
methods which failed to bring the 
crop to consumers in an orderly 
W’ay . 
Ferguson said that the conference 
should delve into p ossible better 
w’ay s of bringing the customer and 
p roducer together. 
After Mr. Ferguson’s welcoming 
sp eech rep resentatives of the eleven 
exp orting countries p articip ating in 
the conference elected his p erma­ 
nent chairman and named a stand­ 
ing committe to handle organization 
w’ork . 
Samuel R. McKelvie, rep resenta­ 
tive of the United States, p rop osed 
Mr. Ferguson for p ermanent chair­ 
man. 
After a general discussion the 
conference adjourned until tomor­ 
row’.

grown. 
How can I prevent tnis?” 
This same question has been an­ 
swered before, but now is a good 
time to spray your grapes with 
lime sulphur. 
Just as soon as the 
flowers h^ve fallen and the small 
grapes “set” then you should use 
lime-sulphur. 
If you don’t have a 
spraying machine you can use a 
whist-broom. 
Mix up your lime- 
sulphur, which you can buy at any 
drug store and then take 
a whlst- 
broom, and dip it in the bucket and 
throw it over the plants. 
If you 
W’ant more solution, just dip your 
whist-broom in the solution. 
This 
should be done several times during 
the summer. 
This fungus disease, 
which rots the grapes follows wet, 
cloudy warm weather. 
The grapes 
are not large enough 
in 
early 
spring, when the weather is cold 
enough, but w’hen the bunches com­ 
mence to form, moisture is retained 
between the grapes and a fungus 
sets up.

LAW FOR HOOVER 
DAM APPROVED 


WASHINGTON. 
May 18 . — The 
law authorizing the construction of 
Hoover Dam on the Colorado river 
was sustained as constitutional to­ 
day by the supreme court. 
Arizona succeeded in showing, the 
court declared, that it may suffer in­ 
jury as a result of distribution of 
water from no reservoir. If at any 
time in the future her rights to 
water from the river should be im­ 
paired the court said that the slate 
might take appropriate legal action 
that it could not deliver a judgment 
based on the assumption that the 
state’s rights were injured. 
Work on the dam, already under 
way, will go forward as a result of 
the decision although it may event­ 
ually be halted if Arizona should 
bring other court action, with re­ 
gard to distribution of the water. 
The art authorizing the construc­ 
tion of the dam was passed in De­ 
cember 1928 over the bitter opposi­ 
tion of Arizona’s representative in 
congress. The cost was estimated at 
$165,000,000 with reinbursement to 
go to the government from revenues 
from the sale of water and hydro­ 
electric contracts which have al­ 
ready been let by the interior sec­ 
retary. 
Arizona, in its complaint question­ 
ed the constitutionality of the law 
and asked the supreme court to 
prohibit the 
interior 
department

ors of several millions of dollars. 
“Jake 
the 
Barber,” 
repu ted 
to 
have 
made 
big 
money 
illegally 
since he closed u p his cu t rate 
shop in Halsted street, was at odds 
with Diamond, the Tribu ne said, be­ 
cau se of his failu re to split the pro­ 
fits of a stock scheme after Dia­ 
mond had “gru bstaked” him on a 
trip to England. 
The story was that Factor accept­ 
ed Diamond’s aid at a time when 
the former barber was in trou ble 
over F'lorida land deals, went to 
Eu rope, rolled u p a fortu ne, bu t for­ 
got 
all 
abou t 
dividing 
with the 
New York gangster. It recalled that 
Diamond 
tried 
u nsu ccessfu lly 
to 
enter England last su mmer and de­ 
scribed this trip as an attem p t to 
have a showdown with Factor. The 
fact that Diamond was shot April 
27 when Factor was su pposed to be 
in this cou ntry also was mentioned. 
Other 
rep orts 
reaching police 
were that greedy gangsters in New 
York, Chicago and St. Lou is, hav­ 
ing heard that Factor has made $12,- 
000,000, were seeking to kidnap him 
for ransom.

My Ex p eriences 
in the World War 
General

C H A P T E R L X II— Continued. 
At my request Col. Lloy d Gris- 
com cabled me the views of Lord 
Milner and Gen. Sir Henry Wil­ 
son for the British. 
Briefly , Lord 
Milner said that he occup ied a mid­ 
dle p osition between those demand­ 
ing unconditional 
surrender and 
those who wanted p eace immediate­ 
ly on the best terms p ossible. 
He 
thought an armistice should be 
granted only on condition that Ger­ 
many lay down her heavy guns and 
give some naval guarantee such as 
the p ossession of Heligoland. 
General Wilson doubted wheth­ 
er it would be p ossible to inflict a 
crushing victory before winter, as 
the British array was very tired 
and the French more so, and the 
Americans not y et p rep ared to use 
their great force, but he thought 
arm istice conditions should make it 
imp ossible for Germany to resume 
op erations. 
The First army was a tried and 
seasoned force equal to the best on 
the western front at the time I 
turned It over to the Immediate 
command of Major General Liggett. 
In order that the army might un­ 
derstand the value of its recent 
achievements and realize the ur­ 
gency of continued vigorous effort, 
I sent the following message to the 
new army commander October 17 
to be transm itted as a telegram to 
corp s and division commanders: 
“Now th at Germany and the 
central p owers are losing, they 
are begging for an armistice. 
Their request is an acknowl­ 
edgment 
of 
weakness 
and 
clearly means that the allies 
are winning the war. 
That is 
the best of reasons for our 
p ushing the war more vigor­ 
ously at this moment. 
Ger­ 
many ’s desire Is only to gain 
time to restore order among 
her forces, but she must be 
given no op p ortunity to recu­ 
p erate and 
we must 
strike 
harder than ever. 
Our strong 
blows are telling, and contin­ 
ued p ressure by us has com­ 
p elled the enemy to meet us, 
enabling our allies to gain on 
other p arts of the line. 
There 
can be no conclusion of this 
w ar until Germany is brought 
to her knees.” 
The enemy ’s most Imp ortant de­ 
fensive p osition on the Romagne 
heights was in our firm p ossession, 
and his final defeat was only a 
question of time. 
He had fought 
desp erately to hold his ground, but 
had been comp elled to give way 
steadily before our effective blows. 
We could have gone forward with­ 
out sp ecial p rep aration and suc­ 
ceeded In driving the enemy from 
the field, but the situation led to 
the 
conclusion 
that 
his 
defeat 
could best be accomp lished by one 
p owerful stroke by a well organized 
offensive. 
The difllcult and continuous of­ 
fensive from Sep tember 26 had been 
very try ing on our troop s and had 
resulted in a certain loss of cohe­ 
sion. 
It was, therefore, deemed ad­ 
visable to take a few day s for the 
rep lacement of tired troop s, the re­ 
newal of sup p lies, and the imp rove­ 
ment of communications, 
French Delay Attack. 
October 28 was tentatively des­ 
ignated for the beginning of the 
nex t general advance, the fourth 
p hase of the Meuse-Argonne offen­ 
sive, but the French army , which 
w as to sup p ort our attack on the 
left, could not get ready in time, so 
the attack of both armies was fix ed 
for November 1. 
In accordance with my Instruc­ 
tions on October 16, two imp ortant 
p reliminary op erations were car­ 
ried out during this p eriod. 
(1) 
op erations against the bois des 
Loges 
and 
Bois 
de 
Bourgogne 
to clear the woods east of the 
Alsne and north of the Aire and 
thus flank th at p art of the hostile 
line on the Aisne, and (2) local op ­ 
erations to secure a suitable line 
of dep arture for the general attack. 
Ehiring the Meuse-Argonne battle 
my p ersonal quarters were on my 
train, which lay p artially hidden in 
the woods on a sp ur near SouUIy . 
While there I sp ent a p ortion of 
each day at official headquarters 
giving directions regarding op era­ 
tions and deciding other imp ortant 
questions. 
I usually occup ied the 
rest of the day at the front in 
close touch with corp s and divi­ 
sions. 
Although I had now relin­ 
quished the immediate command of 
the First army , its activities and 
those of the Second army , carried 
out under ray direction, required 
close sup ervision. 
Farther -west, our Second corp s 
(Read), with the British Fourth 
army , 
w^as 
engaged 
October 
17 
south of Lo Cateau in the Battle of 
the Selle. 
This corp s, with the 
Thirtieth (Lewis) and Twenty -sev­ 
enth 
(O’Ry an) 
division 
in line 
from right to left, crossed the Selle 
river and advanced four miles in 
the face of strong resistance, cap ­ 
turing 1,600 p risoners and 12 guns. 
M arshal Haig sent the following 
message to General Read regarding 
the op erations of the second corp s: 
“I wish to ex p ress to y ou 
p ersonally and to all the offi­ 
cers and men serving under y ou 
iny warm ap p reciation of the 
very valuable and gallant serv­ 
ices rendered by y ou through­ 
out the recent op erations with 
the Fourth British army . Called 
up on to attack p ositions of 
great strength, held by a de­ 
termined enem.v, all ranks of 
the Twenty -seventh and Thirti­ 
eth American divisions under 


y our command disp lay ed an en­ 
ergy , courage and determina­ 
tion In attack which p roved 
irresistible. 
It does not need 
me to tell y ou that in the 
heavy fighting of the p ast three 
w eeks y ou have earned the last­ 
ing esteem and admiration of 
y our British comrades-in-arms, 
whose success y ou so nobly 
shared.” 
The main objective of our Initial 
attack 
Sep tember 
26 
had 
been 
reached. 
Failing to cap ture it in 
our first attem p t we had deliber­ 
ately , sy stematically and doggedly 
stuck to the task in the face of 
many difficulties and discourage­ 
ments. 


C H A P T E R L X m 
The demands of incessant battle 
had 
comp elled 
onr divisions to 
fight to the limit of their cap acity . 
Troop s were held 
in line 
and 
p ushed to the attack until deemed 
incap able of further effort because 
of casualties or ex haustion; artil­ 
lery once engaged was seldom with­ 
drawn. 
Many batteries fought un­ 
til p ractically all the animals were 
casualties, leaving the guns to be 
towed out of line by motor trucks 
or by hand. 
Oiir men as a wffiole showed un­ 
rivaled fortitude in this continuous 
fighting during inclement w’eather 
and under the many disadvantages 
of p osition. 
Through such ex p eri­ 
ence the army had develop ed into 
a p owerful machine and had su­ 
p reme confidence in Its ability to 
carry through successfully . 
October '2 :\ tlie combat strength 
of the A. F. F. w’us 1,256,478, of 
which 502,5U0 w’ere in the First 
army . 
The First army also in­ 
cluded 
ap p rox imately 
160,000 
iYencn combat troop s. 
Whije the high p ressure of our 
dogged attacks was severe on our 
troop s, it was calamitous to the 
enemy . 
lie had been so hard 
p resscAl that once a division was 
engaged In the fight it became 
p ractically imp ossible to effect its

Marshal Haig said in snbstance 
that the German army was far 
from being disintegrated and was 
still cap able of withdrawing to a 
shorter front and making 
a stand 
against eqnal or greater forces. 
On the other hand, the allies were 
p retty w'ell ex hausted. 
The total 
shortage of men for the British 
and French armies, he said, was 
about 
250,000 
each, 
with 
none 
available to fill the gap s. 
The 
American army , he further said, 
w’as not y et comp lete, and some 
time must elap se before it would 
be large enough to relieve the di­ 
minishing 
allied 
armies. 
He 
thought the terms should be such 
that the Germans would not hesi­ 
tate to accep t them. 
He 
then 
p rop osed 
Immediate 
and comp lete evacuation of invad­ 
ed Belgian and French territory ; 
occup ation by the allies of Alsace, 
Lorraine, and the fortresses of Metz 
and Strasbourg; restitution of all 
rolling stock seized by the Germans 
in France and Belgium, or its 
equivalent, and rep atriation of in­ 
habitants of invaded territory . 
Pershing Against Leniency. 
M arshal Foch then asked my 
views. 
I rep lied. In effect: 
“The general view th at an armis­ 
tice 
should 
p rovide 
guarantees 
against a resump tion of hostilities, 
give the allies a decided advantage, 
and be unfavorable to Germany in 
case hostilities should be resumed, 
meets with my ap p roval. 
I think 
that the damage done by the war 
to the Interests of the p owers with 
which the United States is associ­ 
ated against Germany has been so 
great that there should be no ten­ 
dency toward leniency . 
“The p resent military situation 
Is very favorable to the allies. The 
German forces since the beginning 
of the counter-offensive 
July 
18 
have been constantly in retreat 
and have not been able to recover 
since that time. 
The condition of 
the French and British armies can 
best be judged by the fact that 
they have been continuously on the

relief. 
The enemy was forced to 
meet recurring crises by breaking 
up tactical organizations and hur­ 
riedly sending detachments to dif­ 
ferent p ortions of the line. 
Every member of the American 
ex p editionary 
forces, 
from 
the 
front line to the base p orts, was 
straining every nerve. 
Ex traor­ 
dinary efforts were ex erted by the 
entire services of sup p ly to meet 
the enormous demands. 
Obstacles 
which seemed insurmountable were 
overcome daily in hastening the 
movements of rep lacements, am­ 
munition, and sup p lies to the front, 
and of sick and wounded to the 
rear. 
Now that the end was in p ros­ 
p ect every body was in much better 
mood. 
M. Cleraenceau was in fine 
humor when I saw him in Paris 
October 22, and was p rofuse in his 
comp liments on the success of our 
army . The object of my visit was 
to urge his assistance in obtaining 
more horses for our artillery , which 
was almost immobile. The French 
had furnished us 130,000 horses, 
but they were inferior and were 
rap idly used up . 
Consider Armistice Terms. 
My diary records: 
“Paris, Monday , October 28, 
1018. 
Met Marshal Foch and 
allied commanders at Senlis 
Friday to consider terms of 
armistice. Petain’s views were 
stiffer 
than 
Marshal 
Haig’s 
and mine more stringent than 
either, 
“Have been laid up with 
grip since Saturday .” 
At the op ening of the conference 
Marshal Foch said in substance: 
“You are doubtless aware that the 
Germans are negotiating for an 
armistice through the intermediary 
of the American government, and 
declare themselves ready to accep t 
the fourteen p oints of 
President 
AVilson as a basis.” 
He went on to say that he had 
called us together to obtain our 
views, and that he thought “the 
terms should be such as to render 
Germany p owerless to recommence 
op erations in case hostilities are 
resumed.” One of his officers then 
read aloud from a newsp ap er the 
fourteen p oints. 
Defers to British and 
French. 
Foch then asked my op inion as 
to conditions that should be im­ 
p osed, and I rep lied that as it was 
a m atter of greater 
concern 
to 
both Great Britain 
and France 
than to the United States, and 
that as their armies had been en­

He then asked Marshal Haig 
whether, in view of what General 
Petain and I had saio, he cared to 
modify his views on the terms of 
an armistice, to which Haig re­ 
p lied in the negative.
